Authority on chiid lore and literature 


Afr Peter Opie, the emirent 

authority on child lorg and the 

; history of British children’s 
books, disd suddenly at his 
home a West Liss, 
Hampshire, on February 5. Ke 
was 63. 

Peter Mason Opie. waš the 
only sor of Major Philip Opis 
af the Royal Army Medical 
corps, and he was 
‘Cairo ou November 25, 1918. 

Educated at Eton, he gained 
there an abiding love of 
literature and he published a 
“schoolboy: autobiography” 
im 1933. in that year he joined 
the Royal Fuşiliers, being 
commissioned a year later into 
the Royal Sussex Regiment; 
but in 1941 he was invatided 
out of the Amy and took up 
work with the BBC whila 
continuing to write. .
